Selectmen’s Report 
To the Town of Colrain: 


We present herewith our annual report for the year 
ending February 1, 1912. 

We have tried to keep within the appropriation and 
have, with the exception of Highways and Bridges. 

_ We have been obliged to use more bridge plank than 

usual this year. The bridges at Shattuckville and Gris- 
woldville have had to be newly planked, making the expense 
for plank alone $800.00. We have used more metal culverts 
than in previous years, at an expense of $300.00, and we 
believe the town ought to use more of these and do away 
with some of the small plank bridges. The bridge near 
Albert Davenport’s was found to be unsafe for public 
travel, and had to be all rebuilt. This accounts for some 
of the extra expense, but we are inclined to think that our 
roads are costing too much and that if the care of the roads 
could be divided in districts and have a superintendent 
over. each the work could be done more satisfactorily and 
with less money and also that there would be more of our 
good citizens who would take more interest in the roads, 
and not allow the water to do so much damage. 
oo We. have expended $500.00 in graveling a piece of 
the North, River road that was sandy and poor, making a 
ereat: improvement; but more graveling ought to be done 
on this road in the future. 
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The town appropriated $500.00 to gravel a section of 
road between Griswoldville and Lyonsville. The state 
matched it and gave us $400.00 under the small town act, 
making a total of $900.00 from the state. We have graveled 
the road as laid out by the highway commissioners, at a 
cost of $1,519.52. 

We would advise the town to appropriate $500.00 or 
more every year to gravel some section of road, as long as 
we can get the State Highway Commission to help us. 

We have paid out for poor $1,071.30; $289.88 of this 
amount belongs to other towns, leavine us $781.42, the 
actual cost of our poor.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Citizens of Colrain: 


One ease of searlet fever, one case of typhoid fever, 
six cases of varicella, and sixty-two cases of measles were 
reported during the past year, a partial isolation or in- 
complete quarantine being the cause of the large number of 
cases of measles. However, this being the custom in Frank- 
lin county, we adopted it, but we recommend a complete 
quarantine for measles and whooping cough, as is used for 
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searlet fever and diphtheria. One of our difficulties has 
been to obtain reports of diseases in time to isolate the early 
cases and thereby prevent an epidemic and its consequent 
effect on the schools, church and home, quite frequently 
being the chief cause of a death from natural complications 
as pneumonia and tuberculosis, following measles and 
whooping cough, and the severe and frequently fatal kidney 
compheations following scarlet fever, etc. The day has. 
passed when people in general think that it is essential 
that all children should have the diseases common to child- 
hood. The possibility of infection should not be a prob- 
ability. It is generally conceded criminal neglect to care- 
lessly or wilfully expose a child to any communicable dis- 
ease. Much suffering and expense can be saved by the 
early report of all contagious and infectious diseases, and 
medical advice in all diseases of unknown cause. , 

The possibility and its consequent isolation deter some 
from reporting suspicious: cases, but the law demands it 
for publie safety and we expect it from each other. 

We recommend water closets in all the school houses 
where practical, and the sanitary conditions of the out- 
houses should be carefully maintained. 

We also recommend a fumigation of each schoo] house 
at least once a year. 

The law relative to giving notice of cases of diseases 
dangerous to the public health has been so amended that 
householders and physicians must now give immediate no- 
tice to the local board of health of all cases of: Actinomy- 
cosis, Asiatic Cholera, Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis, Diph- 
theria, Glanders, Leprosy, Malegnant Pustule, Measles, 
Searlet Fever, Anterior Poliomyelitis, Smallpox, Tetanus, 
Trichinosis, Tuberculosis, Typhoid Fever, Typhus Fever, 
Varicella, Whooping Cough, Yellow Fever. —

Report of the School Committee. 


FELLOW CITIZENS: In submitting this, our annual re- 
port, we shall refer only to the finances, leaving the report 
of the educational work to our superintendent. 

Because of the building of the new room at the Center 
school house, and conducting the schools along the lines 
proposed, our running expensees have increased about 
_ $1,000.00 per year, including salary of teacher, transporta, 
: tion, fuel and janitor work, above what it was before the 
new plan was inaugurated. One of the serious conditions 
that we have to meet is that of transportation. 

At the last annual town meeting we asked for only 
$500.00 increase in appropriation, which was not enough. 
We have, therefore, been unable to keep our expenditures 
within the appropriation, but by doing only .a small amount 
of repairs and keeping the expense in all other departments 
as low as possible with doing good work, we have a deficit 
of only $271.39. 

With the present prices that we have to pay in all 
departments of school work we shall have to ask for $400.00 
above last year’s appropriation for the year to come.

Superintendent’s Report. 
To the School Committee of Colrain: 


GENTLEMEN: In this, my third report, I am glad to 
be able to report a gain in the matter of seating at the Cen- 
ter primary and at Shattuckville. With care on the part of 
the teachers only a few children throughout the town will 
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be obliged to use seats and desks too high for their comfort, 
and we hope to be able to report the completion of this plan 
of hygienic seating of the pupils during the coming year. 

In these days when so much attention is given to the 
physical well-being of the children the least we can do is to 
provide furniture that shall allow norma] growth of the 
body. 

Regarding our course of study it is perhaps necessary 
to state that we had reason to expect from the state board 
of education an outline of work for the elementary school 
during the fall term, and it did not seem best to issue one 
in advance of that. 


We have indicated the work to be accomplshed with 
the aid of the new text books adopted during the last two 
years, and the standard of work is gradually improving. 

We introduced the Webster-Cooley series of texts in 
language and grammar in the ninth and eighth grades in 
accordance with my recommendation of last year, and I 
now recommend the adoption of the series in the grades be- 
low, where such texts are required. 

Another change I recommend for our financial gain 
during the coming year is the substitution for Seudder’s 
United States History now in use in the eighth gerade, the 
first book of United States History by Mace. 

Two reasons, at least, call for this change. First, the 
books now in use are in very poor condition in most cases. 
Second, the book covers more ground than the pupils of 
that grade can possibly cover, which means about 40 per 
cent idle capital, and perhaps more, for the book is well 
used up after two years’ use by a class of eighth grade, and, 
finally, the more recent treatment by Mace is better suited 
to the ability of the pupils of this grade. 

It is encouraging to report that the Palmer Method of 
Penmanship is already yielding good results, the greater in

those schools where the teacher has more completely mas- 
tered it. The work in drawing, which began to take on 
something of systematic treatment last year, under the 
supervision of Miss Kine, has received an additional uplift 
from the visits of the present supervisor, Miss Pulsifer, who 
is allowed a substitute for her regular school once in two or 
three weeks, according to other needs of the school. . 

The work in music continues to prosper under the effi- 
cient direction of Mr. Clarenee L. Brigham, and J doubt if 
any like amount of money expended upon the education of 
the children will afford as much pleasure and satisfaction 
to the future men and women as this money deyoted to 
music, 

Coming now to a brief consideration of the attempts 
made in a few of our schools to follow out the suggestions 
of the state board of education, | would remind our citizens 
of the exhibit of manual work from the Center and Four 
Corners schools in Memorial Hall at the graduating exer- 
cises of our ninth grade. Some of these articles were taken 
to the Greenfield Fair and called forth quite a little favor- 
able comiment. 

We now have a single bench with a good vise and a 
few tools at Four Corners school, and the interest in this 
work, as well as sewing for the girls, continues to stimulate 
the entire work of the school. In brief, this kind of work 
rightiy conducted, always results in a keener relish for the 
text books, largely due to a habit of mental application 
acquired from the eonstrueting of anything with the aid of 
tools. | pt | | 

Since the opening of the present school year a little has — 
been attenrpted. at Bardwell, Christian Hill, Wilson Hill 
and Foundry Grammar, and if in any instance it is found 
that boys have thrown together a few thin boards in a eare- 
less way, it must not be understood that the end of it all 
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has been attained. _In some cases such boxes have been 
taken apart and the pupils directed to finish the parts to 
make a smaller box, more carefully put together. The 
discipline of this work comes in the care taken to approach 
perfection. 

A little has been done at Griswoldville with such 
materials as could be provided, and the boys have under- 
taken to serape and refinish some of the chairs in the build- 
ing. Nothing could happen to that school to give it renewed 
life and right ambitions equal to providing a modest outfit 
for a variety of this industrial work. 

One boy has already been transferred to the Center, 
where he comes under the influence of that kind of work, 
and other boys are looking forward to next year in the hope 
of beige able to have the advantages offered at Center 
school. 

In this connection I wish to quote from Dr. Snedden’s 
latest report regarding the vocational type of education. 
Ile says: “‘It will surely result in superior traiming for 
many children, particularly as it is apparent every day 
that, when properly carried on, there is no sacrifice what- 
ever in the general training in intelligence, character and 
citizenship, to the promotion of which our educational sys- 
tem has been directed with such satisfactory results.”’ 

In all sehool work the most important factor is the 
teacher. ~Her ideals, her personality, her health and _ all- 
around preparation determine what the’ pupils shall gain 
from her guidance and control. | 

-In September we found our schools with eight new 
teachers in charge of them. Miss Hazel Dunnell, of North- 
field high*school at Adamsville; Miss Carrie B. McGee, of 
Arms. Academy, at Brick; Miss Bernice R. Patterson, of 
New:Britain Normal, at:;Genter,Primary;.Miss Helen M. 
Pulsifer, of Salenr Normal, at:‘Center Grammar; Miss Ethel 
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Baker, of Hyannis Normal, at Foundry Grammar; Miss 
Mildred B. Jenks, of North Adams Normal, at Griswoldville 
Grammar; Miss Bertha W. Woodhead, of North Adams 
Normal, at Griswoldville Primary; Miss Eleanor D. Noyes, 
of Greenfield High school, at South. 


Miss Edith M. Smith was transferred at her request 
to Foundry Primary so that nine of our sixteen schools 
came under new teachers at the beginning of the year. 

Most of those who have left us are now teaching in 
larger places at quite an advance in salary, but in ease of 
Miss Alice M. Seribner we have reason to congratulate her . 
upon her promotion from the ranks of the teachers to the 
ranks of the home-makers. ; 

The resignation of Miss Ethel Baker in December made 
it necessary to secure her successor, but long and diligent 
search failed to find the suitable teacher for the same 
salary, which serves as another proof that the teachers we 
must have to do the work required cannot be secured for 
the salaries formerly paid. 

It will be noted that five of the new teachers secured 
for September are normal graduates. In the case of three 
of these this is their first experience after graduating from 
the normal school, and in order to retain their services it 
will be necessary to increase the compensation. 

Another means of training our young people and pre- — 
paring them for the trials and responsibilities of mature 
life is the work of the Corn and Potato Clubs, organized 
under the direction of Massachusetts Agricultural College. 
About fifty pupils jomed one or both of these clubs, and, 
although the season was a hard one for both erops, a few 
sent exhibits to the Corn Exposition at Springfield, and 
to those who reported in due form a certificate of member- 
ship in the Massachusetts Agricultural Club has been issued. 
It is to be hoped that this feature of child training will | 
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appeal to a still greater number of parents and childrem’ 

This year we have departed from the eustom of former 
years in regard to our meetings for the teachers. We have 
held the meetings at the Center school, and have confined 
our efforts to the special work that concerns the schools of 
our own town. At the first the representative of the A. N. 
Palmer Company introduced the Palmer Method of Pen- 
manship, and Miss Pulsifer took part of the time for out- 
lining the work in\drawing. At another Miss Stacy of 
North Adams gave a-helpful talk on geography and lan- 
suage, and Miss Pulsifer gave additional help in the teach- 
ing of drawing. 

Owing to the severe weather of the winter it seems ad- 
visable to wait till the opening of the spring term before 
calling another meeting of this kind. The results of these 
meetings amply repay the loss of time to the scholars and 
the effort made by the teachers to attend from a distance.

The number of pupils who joined the Corn and Potato’ 
Clubs was about the same in the previous year, but the 
season proved unfavorable for both crops and only eighteen 
reported on potatoes and four on corn. 

This is one way in which a still greater degree of co- 
operation between home and school may be developed, and 
thus bring about a more practical education than is pos- 
sible without this actual contact with nature which mature 
life requires, and the direct application of regular school 
work to that of the farm, the carpenter shop, the kitchen, 
and other departments of the home life. 

As a result of the season’s work, a few reports will in- 
dicate the sections of the town where the potato crop suf- 
fered the least. 

Russell Shearer, at Bardwell school, raised from four 
potatoes 168 potatoes; weight 81 pounds; largest, 32 ounces: 
weight of four largest, 5 pounds 13 ounces. 

Alton Cromack, of Elm Grove school, raised 110 Bare 
toes, 53 marketable. Weight of crop, 14 pounds; largest, 
15 ounees. 

Amos Herzig, of Christian Hull school, raised 103 mar- 
ketable; weight of crop, 25 pounds; largest, 12 ounces: 
weight of four, 3 pounds 4 ounces. 

Howard Root, of Bardwell school, raised 88; market- 
able, 83; weight of erop, 27 pounds 2 ounces; largest, 15 
ounces; weight of four, 3 pounds 3 ounces. 

Clarence Bridges, of Four Corners school, raised 84; 
marketable, 69; Weight of crop 22 pounds; largest, 16 
ounees; weight of 4, 3 pounds 4 ounces. | 

Earl Looman, of Wilson Hill school, raised 66; market- 
able, 21; weight of crop, 42 pounds; largest, 16 ounces ; 
weight of four, 3 pounds. neg} 
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For the coming year the college plans more definitely 
for exhibits and prizes, and they will give further instruc- 
tions for selecting the seed as the potatoes are dug. 

A brief study of the page of statistics will. show a 
waste of the funds devoted to school purposes. 


The loss of time suffered from dismissals at an average 
of ten minutes for each case amounts to about six school 
days, and the number of cases of tardiness, 1,110, at an 
average of five minutes, amounts to a loss of fifteen days, 
and these two added to the total absence brings up the total 
of nearly thirty pupils, the loss of schooling for the entire 
number in the largest schools we have. 

To me it is not surprising that so many entirely fail to 
advance with their classes or pass under heavy conditions 
when we consider the irregular attendance. Surely here 
is a point on which home and school may well agree to 
work in the utmost harmony and co-operation. 

Various means have been employed to reduce this ab- 
sence to the lowest possible limit, but too often other de- 
mands take precedence over the right of the child to profit 
by every day of school work. | 

In some eases too great complaint is made if the teacher 
attempts to help the pupil make up lost work by detaining 
him a few minutes at recess or after school. Yet at the 
close of the year all are expected to pass on to the next 
orade. 

The insistent demands of the state board to brmg up 
the standard of our schools must result in sending back a 
greater or less number of those who fail to do the required 
work during the year. <A certificate of promotion to the 
next higher grade is no guarantee of the pupil’s remaining 
im that grade. The work must be done to entitle a pupil to 
continuance with the grade. 

In conclusion allow me to express my pDprecnion for 
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your support in the discharge of my duties and to the 
teachers for the loyal manner in which they have attempted 
new lines of work, even against great difficulties.
